New City Engineer Reveals 
Interesting Background

Claiming a long record of en-, Civil Service exam list for the
experience coupled' 

with a jovial senae of humor is j 
Torrance'* now City Engineer,: 
Jacob .loaeph. Joseph's first day j 
in hla now position was last Fri- i 
day, June 1. I

The 58-year-old engineer, who j 
has had almost 40 years experi- j 
ence in the occupation, now re- 
aides at 1507 El Prado street, 
Torrance with his wife, Bertha, 
daughter, Marilyn, 16, and aon, 
Henry, 29. Another daughter, 
Mrs. Donald Richman, residea on 
Long laland, New York. j

Born in New York City, Jo- ! 
aeph attended public school there 
i« well aa night engineering 
comae*. He is a licensed engi­ 
neer of both New York and Cali­ 
fornia and attained his Torrance 
job by being the highest on the

Authorities 
Ignore Bixby 
Slough Protests

Domlnguex channel, part of 
which la known MM Blxby 
Slough, located northraat and 
eaat of Torrance, In deatlned to 
atretch to the aea a ten-mlle 
long, weed-grown, alugglnh drain­ 
age canal for aome time to come, 
according to a communication 
from the county'* engineering 
department.

Thla waa Indicated, deaplte 
vigorous protests of parents and 
Torrance area citizens that It be 
covered or at least cement lined 
In the vicinity of Roosevelt ele­ 
mentary school. Protests stated 
the ditch was unsanitary and a 
breeding place for files and mos- 
qultos as well as constituting a 
hazard for small children.

Word waa received from Chief 
Engineer H. E. Hedger by Su­ 
pervisor Raymond V. Darby to 
whom aome 37 proteats were sent 
by member* of the Roosevelt 
Parent-Teachers association that 
compliance with the requests 
either to cover over, line with 
concrete or fill in the ditch would 
be impractical and too costly at 
this time.

The district has already em­ 
barked on a program to enlarge 
the channel to its ultimate ca­ 
pacity, and funds are now avail­ 
able for the construction of the 
first unit starting at the Har­ 
bor. Hedger wrote. However, he 
aaid, since this channel enlarge- 
fhent program Is A very costly 
undertaking and since it must 
progress upstream, It will prob­ 
ably toe aeveral years before the 
Improvement will reach the area 
in the vicinity of Roosevelt 
 chop).

Tht ultimate plan for Improve­ 
ment of the stretch of channel in- 
the achool area consists of an 
open concrete channel of ade­ 
quate capacity to prevent pond­ 
ing in Johnson lake, the com­ 
munication stated. The chief en­ 
gineer went on to explain the 
problems of the area and the 
district's overall plan as follows:

Domlnguer. channel from its 
aource at the Los Angeles In­ 
ternational Airport to Its outlet 
Into the Ix»a Angeles harbor at 
Henry Ford avenue Is the matin 
drainage outlet for fSardena Val­ 
ley. There Is a natural depres­ 
sion known as Johnson lake, ly­ 
ing north of ttoaprrA.ua avenue, 
and east of Crenshaw boulevard, 
and a aecond natural depression 
known as -Laguna Domlnguez 
near Avaloti boulevard and Car­ 
son street north of Wllmlngton. 
Many years ago a partial ca­ 
pacity channel was excavated to 
connect Johnson lake with La­ 
guna Dotiilnguen and a partial 
capacity outlet excavated from 
Loguna Domlnguey, to the I»S 
Angeles harbor.

Under «xlatlng condition* these 
two basins act a* atorage rea- 
ervolrs during a major storm 
and the height to which water 
will rise in these basins has been 
determined on the basis fo pres­ 
ent channel capacities, Marginal 
development of these heslns has 
been predicated on this maxi­ 
mum water surface. This sys­ 
tem is now In a at ate of balance 
and any channel enlargement be­ 
low Johnson lake must start at 
the ocean outlet and progress 
upstream.

It has always been the policy 
of this district to expend Its 
f unds to provide for the greatest 
possible degree of flod protec­ 
tion with a minimum expendi­ 
ture of funds. Since the covered 
channel costs from two to three 
times as much fls an open chan­ 
nel, without any increase in car­ 
rying capacity, this type of chan­ 
nel Is constructed only when nec­ 
essary to locate It in a, street, 
or under other very exceptional 
conditions where Its cost is equal 
to or lt*a than the open channel.

VARIED EXPERIENCE

During his 37 years a* engl 
neer for the city of New York, 
Joseph has had experience in all i 
phases of municipal engineering 
activities. Among the depart­ 
ments in which he is experienced, 
he includes the following: water 
supply, sewage disposal, waste i 
collection, parks, harbor faclli- | 
ties, school buildings, street*, and 
rapid transit construction.

Then, as Joseph puts it, "at 
the advice of Horace Qreeley, I 
came west." Coming to reside In 
Hollywood, California in March, 
1fM9, Joseph has since been em­ 
ployed successively by both the 
city and county of I^os Angelas. 
He was, first, inspector of sewer 
construction for Ix>s Angeles 
Council, then, inspector of sewer 
construction for Los Angeles city. 
He wa.«r then inspector of con­ 
struction of recreation buildings 
for the city, following which, he 
was engineer of harbor facilities 
at Sna Pedro for the city. Previ­ 
ous to his present position, Jo­ 
seph was employed as engineer 
for construction of Los Angeles 
County institutions.

Insisting that there Is "nothing 
glamorous or exciting" about his 
life, Joseph shows a great Inter­ 
est In the problems of municipal 
needs. The helghth of his ambi­ 
tion, as he said, la to pans the 
Htate of California exam for 
structural engineer's license 
which he plans to take thl* com­ 
ing December.

On further questioning, It wa* 
revealed that Joseph Is not only 
an expert awimmer and golf en­ 
thusiast, but has also taught 
courses in mathematics. He 
taught night courses In math 
while In New York. Joseph, while 
In New York, used to represent 
his department In all swim event* 
and has taught swimming during 
hi* life. He wa* also a volunteer 
life guard at the city beache* 
there.
